The regional War Labor Board 
has announced approval of wage 
increases affecting nearly 1,500 
Georgia workers in three plants 
and one radio station. 

The adjustments requested by 
the Hercules Powder Company 
and the International Council of 
Chemical and Allied Industries 
Union (AFL), affecting 1,043 em- 
ployes was approved, retroactive 
to January 27, with employes get- 
ting a two-cents-an-hour increase 
in rated job classifications. Other 
Wage increases granted in the 
Brunswick plant of the company 
included, $1.60 a week increase for 
all salaried employes, $7 per 
month for those paid monthly gal- 
aries; 8 1-2 cents a load increase 
for job classifications for which a 
15 per cent increase had been 
asked, re 

Requests of the West Point

was approved, with 24 classifica- 
tions of employes extending from 
a 40 to 50-cents-an-hour range for 
laborers to 80-95 cents an hour 
from class A welders.

They 
are making their way to the 
presses—and their  operators—to 
crack the business.” 

ONION BLACK MARKET 

According to Derieux, house 
wives in the southeast are not con 
tributing as much as perhaps 
some other regions are to the 
black market in foods although 
active black markets are operat- 
ing in onions and other scarce 
commodities. But investigators are 
on the “scent” and developments 
in breaking this market are ex- 
nected within the next 30 days, 
the OPA spokesman said, 

While a great majority of our 
merchants are honest, black mar 
ket operations attract criminals 
and gangsters of the worst kind, 
he stated.

Of course, say the 
officials, the company will first 
see that government demands 
come first, but they assure the 


civilian trade that its needs will 
ibe met just as promptly as pos- 


sible. 


ISTANBUL, March 4. (Delayed) 
(P)— Istanbul newspapers gave 
banner headlines to an announce- 
ment today that the United States 
and Britain have halted the flow 
of lease-lend and mutual aid of 
war supplies to Turkey. 

No authoritative editorial com- 
ment had yet appeared. 


The Ankara radio deplored what 
it called the bitter comment of the 
British press on the turn in Turk- 
ish-British relations and expressed 
concern whether it was designed 
to bring pressure on Turkey. 

“Such action would bring exact- 
ly the opposite effect,” the radio 
said. “It would add to the seri- 
ousness of the situation which at 
first was only a small misunder- 
standing. Small psychological mis- 
takes have disastrous conse- 
quences.” 

The broadcast said that during 
the days when the war situation 
was critical in North Africa Brit- 
ain took over for her own use 
tanks sent from America for Tur- 
key without causing any hard feel- 
ings in Turkey. 

“This mode of action among 
allies appealed to us then,” the 
radio said, “and we would not hes- 
itate to render them even greater 
service now, provided that our 
friends do not misunderstand us.” 

That Britain and the United 
States had halted war supplies to 
Turkey first was reported as a 
“persistent rumor” in Ankara dis- 
patches four days ago. 

London dispatches said the Brit- 
ish made no effort to hide the fact 
that shipments of arms to Turkey 
have ended, and quoted one in- 
formant as saying: “We are going 


to keep arms for people who will 


‘use them to kill Germans.”

saying that in addition to the sus- 
nension of shipments, British con- 
tractors had discontinued all work 
on Turkish ports and other sim- 
ilarly important strategic estab- 
lishments.

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Arms Stoppage Larn Respect of British, 


‘Ike’ Advises Americans 


LONDON, March 5.—(#)—General Dwight D. Eisenhower, saying 
that “only a self-disciplined army can win battles,” told American 
forces in Britain tonight it was vital that they work with the British 
“both in the fighting services and in civil life on the basis of mutual 
respect, consideration and co-operation.” 


“This means we must earn and 
keep their respect as a great mili- 
tary machine dedicated to the sin- 
gle task of doing our duty in win- 
ning this war,” the supreme Allied 
commander said. 

His order was laid down in a 
unique letter addressed “to every 
American serving under my com- 
mand.” 

The duty of every company com- 
mander, he said, is to know all 
his men, their qualifications, their 
problems, their habits and their 
personalities. 

“PROTECT THEM” 

“He must protect them and in- 
sure to each a chance to serve in- 
telligently and usefully in the 
cause for which our country is en- 
gaged in this war.” 

Every high commander, Eisen- 
hower continued, must see that 
justice prevails and that “every 
enlisted man and enlisted WAC or 
civilian employe understands the 
right of legitimate appeal from 
what may be considered capricious 
or arbitrary punishment.” 

“On my assurance that our suc- 
cess in battle and our chances to 
return home safely and speedily 
are directly affected by our suc- 
cess in establishing here a reputa- 
tion as a first-class, disciplined 
fighting organization, I ask each 
of you, particularly the officers, to 
be especially careful concerning: 
PUBLIC DRINKING 

“Improper use of motor trans- 
portation. 

“Drinking in public places. 

“Excessive drinking at any time. 
In this connection public drunken- 
ness by officers will invariably 
call for the sternest disciplinary 
action permissible. 

“Loud, profane or indecent lan- 
guage, especially in public. 

“Slovenliness in appearance. 

“Any discourtesy to civilians. 

“T stress again the constant need 
for road courtesy:on the part of 
all drivers of United States Army 
cars.” 

He asked the help of all to see 
that a very small minority did not 
“damage the good name of the 
American Army in the United 
Kingdom” and closed the letter: 

“With deep appreciation to each 
of you for duty well performed in 
the past and with the best of 
luck.”

Smith Gloats 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(#) 
Chairman Smith, Democrat, South 
Carolina, of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, claimed for congress a 
clear-cut victory over the adminis- 
trative branch of government to- 
day on the basis of the sudden de- 
cision of a presidential aide, Jona- 
than Daniels, to answer questions. 

“A question arose as to whether 
we had the power to compel a 
witness to testify,” he said. 

“We found out we did.” 

Smith indicated that contempt 
proceedings started yesterday 
against Daniels, confidential White 
House assistant, would be dropped, 
although he said the final decision 
lies with the subcommittee whose 
questions Daniels at first had re- 
fused to answer. 

The President’s administrative 
assistant wrote Smith last night 
that after a talk with President 
Roosevelt he had reconsidered his 
refusal to testify regarding an as- 
serted attempt to remove Harry 
Slattery as rural electrification ad- 
ministrator. Daniels had contend- 
ed that since his official relation- 
ship with the President is confi- 
dential; it would be against pub- 
lic interest-for him to testify on 
matters involving a conversation 
with Mr. Roosevelt. 

Slattery had testified that Dan- 
lels had asked him three times to 
resign as REA chief. The subcom- 
mittee was seeking corroboration 
from Daniels. 

Daniels told Smith that the 
President himself sent word he 
would be “happy” to discuss the 
matter with the committee person- 
ally.

In Nashville, Tenn., last week for an economic 
conference, there were hours when nostalgia was 
stronger than postwar plans. 

I went to see the old building where I had my 
first newspaper job. It now houses a government agency and I 
prowled around from floor to floor (four of them) without being 
halted or queried. I just walked as if I had an objective. 
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‘Unconditional Surrender’ 

While the words “unconditional surrender,” as applied to the 
only manner in which the Axis can get out of the war, are fully 
Gescriptive of the Allied purpose to win complete victory, they 
are not literally correct. For it is always true that any armistice, 
or surrender of a fighting force, can only come about when the 
“conditions” imposed by the victor are complied with, There 
must be “conditions,” even if only as to the manner in which 
the conquered are to lay down their arms. 


It is, therefore, gratifying to learn that the European Advisory 
Commission, created at the Moscow and Teheran tonferences, is 
making good progress toward agreement on the terms for the 
armistice which must be announced when the day of “uncondi- 
tional” surrender comes. 

This commission is formed of representatives of British, 
American and the Russian governments and the fact that all can, 
evidently, reach full agreement is encouraging for the co-operation 
which must be in effect if postwar adjustments in Europe are 
to be wisely effected. 

There may still be differences of opinion on minor details, but 
the commission is showing that such differences may be easily 
composed in the give-and-take of free discussion. 


As for those terms of surrender, as applied to Germany, some 
hint may be found in sentences from a recent speech by Winston 
Churchill. Said the British Prime Minister: “Unconditional sur- 
render means that the victors have a free hand. It does not 
mean that they wish to blot out Germany from the nations of 
Europe. ... We are bound by our consciences to civilization. .. .” 


In the final analysis, it is probable that the terms of surrender

You and I'| 


The old city room still had its ghosts. 
desk of Marmaduke B. Morton, the tall, gaunt executive editor who 
smoked corn-cob pipes and kept his tobacco in the second right- 
hand drawer of his desk, a half peck of black, strong tobacco. 

In the top drawer was an old-fashioned Colt .45, the revolver 
that helped win the west. It was loaded and the desk sat so that 
Marmaduke B. Morton could see the head of the stairs. Those were 
the days when the political feuds were strong and when Major 
Edward Bushrod Stahlman, one of the grandest of men and a 
PG codigo. ary fighter was beating back the Lea faction. 
A revolver was a right comforting thing to have in a desk. 

M. B. Morton hated the telephone and said, with some truth, 
it had ruined good news reporting. A leg man, he said, went to 
the scene of the story and got all the facts. A telephone, he said, 
made reporters lazy and they got a few of the facts by the tele- 
phone and let it go at that. 

He did not like a dictionary in the city room, saying that if a 
reporter didn’t know how to spell a word he had no business using it. 

He had a passion for items and the reporters who brought in a 
dozen small items earned a smile from the old man. 

He had done some Indian fighting in his day and had seen a 
lot of life. He wrote a book when he was more than 80 years old 
and died around 86. That was not so long ago. 

He liked few persons, but they had to be, excepting for his 
preacher, newspaper people. It was he who first said, I think, 
in reply to the suggestion, “It must be fascinating to work on a 
newspaper, you meet so many interesting people’—‘Yes, but they 


all work on the paper.” 

“MR. WASHINGTON IS DEAD” I recalled the night George 
Washington died. The 

Washington family lived up toward Springfield, Tenn., in an old, 

old house and the patriarch was George Washington, a lineal de- 

scendent of the original. 

He was dying. In fact, he had been dying for days. James 
Geddes Stahlman, then city editor and now a commander on duty 
in India or Africa, I am not sure which, had left strict instructions 
to have the death well covered and we had in type two or three 
columns of obituary. 

Saturday night came. We had on duty on Saturday nights a 
watchman who guarded the front door. He was an old, formless 
creature with a drooping mustache. Legend had it he was related, 
in some dubious way, to some executive of the paper. 

About midnight an automobile drew up to the door. A shy, old 
retainer of the Washington family stepped out and drew up to the 
watchman. 

“I want to let you know,” he said timidiy, “that Mr. George 
Washington is dead.”’ 

“Sure he’s dead. Are you drunk?” snapped the watchman. 

The retainer, rebuffed, departed. The next morning The Ten- 
nessean had the full story. We had not a line. 

By 7 o’clock that Sunday morning James G. Stahlman had 
burned out several wires. At least three hysterical telephone opera- 
tors (this was before the day of dials) had reported, tearfully, to 
their supervisors that they were quitting and to please have some 
wild man arrested for the things he was saying when they couldn’t 
arouse sleeping editors and desk men. 

At noon that day Mr. Stahlman calmed down enough to tele- 
phone his condolences to the Washingtons and learned of the re- 
tainer’s visit. 


That night we had us a new. watchman. 
TURKEY BOMBS I went up to the fourth floor. I recalled 
the night that startled and innocent citizens, 
passing by the building, were bombed. A sports writer, dead many 
years ago because of the tragic and criminal oversight by hospital 
attendants that a man who has sustained a few minor gashes in an 
automobile accident, needs an antitetanus shot, was the hero. 

It had been the custom of Major Stahlman, from the time his 
entire staff was a dozen, to give a Christmas turkey to each em- 
ploye. The numbers grew until more than a thousand (for every 
newsboy got one) were delivered to be ready for distribution on 
Christmas Eve day. They came at night and on this night a poker 
The sports writer arrived. He saw the tur- 
keys. Later on he said the wrapped turkeys reminded him of paper 
bags filled with water. 

At any rate a startled citizen, homeward bound, was startled 
to hear something swish by his head and land, with a thud at his 
feet. He looked up, to see another bomb falling. e fled, calling 
for the constabulary. 

_ The next two or three arrivals were bombed before friends spir- 
ited the sports writer out the back and down an alley to safety. |

‘Grand Young Officers 
Boiling Out of Army’ 


He made a swell record in the first World 
far. Never did talk about it much but, one 
afternoon when he wasn’t at home, his wife 
showed my wife a cigar box filled with deco- 
rations he had won. Between the two great conflicts he was a 
successful Atlanta businessman. 

Then came the present war. He went back into the service. 
The Army assigned him to establishing and to command a basic 
training center. He set a marksmanship record for the entire Army 
and he invented a gadget that is of tremendous value in teaching 
riflemen to shoot straight. 

He carries, today, citations from officers in high command which 
bespeak a new record ,comparable with that when he was young. 
in that other war. This time, however, his service has been on this 
side of the water. He was judged too old for combat, or overseas 
service. 

But the family is not unrepresented in the fighting ranks. One 
son, 21 years of age, is at Anzio. The other, 19, is completing his 
training as a flight officer in the air force. 

And the boys write to dad. There is one refrain to their letters: 

“Dad, you don’t belong in this war. That other was your war. 
This is ours. You go home and take care of mother and sis for us 
and you'll be doing your job. This war is our job and you can 


trust us with it.’ 


So, he has come: home. 
He told me how, others like him, 


MAGNIFICENT OFFICERS finer officers in. the. first 


World War, had responded to the call in the early days of this 
struggle and had filled an urgent need. _ , 

“They had the experience and the ability to train others,” he 
said. “They were the ones to establish the countless Army and 
Navy training centers, to get the job of creating a new Army under 
way and to see it through its early stages. 

“Now, those early stages are over and done. No longer is our 
Army short of officer material. I tell you, out of those ten million 
men in today’s Army, there is boiling up a supply of young officers 
finer than any such group of history. They’re better than we were, 
back in ’18, and we can trust them to do the job, absolutely.” 

He went on to explain how the Army, with these young men 
taking over the command jobs, had no further need—at least, not 
at the present—for veterans such as he. 

“So I’ve come home,” he continued, “to find an opportunity and 
re-establish myself in business. I think it wise. My record is okay 
and I’ve done all they asked of me. And, when the war ends, and 
ten million young fellows come bursting home, all looking for jobs, 
the chances for men of 40 and more, if they have to seek jobs, 
won't be so good. I think we older guys had better get ourselves 


established while we can.” 
The Army has, in fact, issued a di- 


AN ARMY DIRECTIVE | 
rective advising older officers to re- 


turn and pick up the threads of civilian life as early as possible. 
That is, men who were civilians prior to the beginning of this war. 

The Army recognizes this as a young man’s fight and they think 
the older men will serve their nation better at home, helping to 
meet the manpower shortage on the civilian front, than they can 
in uniform. Now that the young officers are ready to take their 

laces. 
‘ Of course, they will not sever Army connection entirely. They 
will go on the reserve list. So, if emergency should re-arise, if the 
Army should again need them, they’ll be there, on call. 

And they’ll keep themselves in physical condition fit to serve 
if that call should come. If you see middle-aged men jogging along 
the county roads, doing their three-mile trot before breakfast, you'll 
probably be seeing U. S. Army Reserve Officers, keeping in con- 
dition. 

You'll see them on the golf courses, doing their 18 holes of an 
afternoon. They’ll be patrons of the gyms and they’ll be careful 
diet watchers at the dinner tables. 


READY FOR THE JOB This new, and young, Army of ours 
is ready and keen for the job that

year’s service or a little more are | 


men who did not rush into the 
union but succumbed to pressure 
from the Communists, their heckl- 
ing, threats and propaganda only 
after a period of resistance. The 
third qualification, two years of 
service at sea, also operates to ex- 
clude this new element of young 
and loyal Americans as distin- 
guished from the Communists, in- 
cluding the Caribbean islanders 
who constitute a considerable por- 
tion of the old rank and _ ([file. 
These young Americans are the 
hope of the country to regain con- 
trol of the operation of the ships 
paid for by the taxpayers, after 
the war. 

The provision that anyone is 
eligible who has. filed notice of 
his desire to become a citizen, was 
designed to make it convenient for 
foreign Communists, notably Latin- 
Americans, whose labor movement 
is violently revolutionary, to at- 
tain office. 


Enemy Advantage 


By this rule, a foreign Com- 
munist preaching civil war in the 
United States and the seizure of 
the ships by force of arms after 
the World War, becomes eligible 
because anyone may file notice of 
a desire to become a citizen.

‘Cotton Ed’ Smith 


And Jonathan Daniels 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—Old “Cotton Ed” 
Smith seems to be muttering mad over the re- 
fusal of Jonathan Daniels, one of the President's 
confidential assistants, to testify before a senate A 
agricultural subcommittee in an investigation involving the political 
ramifications of the Rural Electrification Administration. 

Senator Smith and some of his associates profess to see an issue 
of transcendent importance raised by the Daniels refusal. In his 
view the theory that public officials can.conceal their activities be- 
hind a self-made determination as to what serves and what does 
not serve the public interest is a dangerous one. 

If left to the South Carolina firebrand, Daniels would probably 
be jailed for contempt of the senate, as others in private life have 
been jailed before him for similar refusals. 


DIFFERENT CASE The case of Mr. Daniels is a bit different, 


however. It is doubtful, in the first place, 
that it would ever have arisen as an issue, save for the lingering 
effects of the President’s stinging rebuke of congress in his veto of 
the tax bill. Secretary of Agriculture Wickard was guilty of the 
same offense before the same subcommittee about a week earlier 
and nothing was done about it. 

Both declined to testify regarding charges of Harry Slattery that 
efforts had been made by Daniels to force his resignation as Rural 
Electrification administrator. Their grounds for refusal were that 
as representatives of the executive department of the government 
congress had no authority to question them about matters of such 
administrative policy, any more than the executive branch of the 
government has a right to question congress about its activities. 

Mr. Daniels, it seems, was able to put his refusal on even higher 
grounds. He declined to be questioned on the ground that he was a 
confidential assistant to the President and his answers would not 


be in the public interest. 


NEVER SETTLED In its broader aspects the question is one 


that has come up frequently in the past, but 
has never been settled. There is no question about the right of con- 
gress to interrogate private persons in matters which are the subject 
of investigation. The senate on a number of occasions has sought 
to punish recalcitrant witnesses, and some have been jailed. They 
have all been private citizens, however, and not officials of the 
government. 

The Department of Justice upholds Mr. Daniels in the present 
controversy and sent an executive assistant to the attorney general 
with him when he appeared before the senate committee. It is the 
department's contention that Mr. Daniels’ duties, as an aide to 
the President, are of such a confidential nature that to require 
him to testify would be equivalent to summoning the chief execu- 
tive for questioning, which would be preposterous, of course. 

And that about sums up the matter. Because of the vast ramifi- 
cations of the presidency congress a few years ago created six 
new White House assistants, whose well-defined duty it was to 
relieve the President of as much detail as possible. The six assist- 
ants have no authority to direct policy or issue orders involving 
administration policy. They are supposed to function as fingers of 
the President’s hands, moving only as directed. 

For congress to try to inquire into their activities, therefore, is 
completely out of place, unless it is assumed that the same authority 
exists to make an inquiry into the President's official activities. It 
is doubtful that even “Cotton Ed” Smith, with all of his slopp.ng 
over of congressional prerogatives and privileges, would claim that. 


NO FRAUD CHARGE . | 
is that no fraud or irregularity is in- 


volved in the REA controversy. All that he was called upon to 
testify about was charges of Mr. Slattery that efforts were being 
made to force him out of his position, and that, to this end, Mr. 
Daniels had urged him to sign a letter of resignation after promising 
to place him in another suitable position. 

By refusing to answer the Slattery charges Mr. Daniels tended 
to admit their truth. He did not deny them, so no question of 
perjury is involved. He simply did not think it was in the- public 
interest to air the case before a congressional inquiry, which must 
have been hostile to the administration or it never would have been 
initiated. Had Slattery not been telling the truth the White House 
assistant undoubtedly would have entered a denial of his charges. 


The truth of the matter, not yet out, is that the administration, 
for reasons of its own, determined that the operations of the REA 
would be better conducted with a change of administrators. - Mr. 
Slattery, well enough liked by everyone but regarded as a misfit ior 
his present job, could not be removed because he was appointed 
for a ten-year term which yet has five years to run. 

Mr. Roosevelt, after having recommendations made to him for 
reorganizing the REA, turned the problem over to Mr. Daniels as 
one of his trusted assistants for adjustment. That seems to be all

Mr. Daniels, the distinguished son of a distinguished sire (his 
father is a former ambassador and former Secretary of the Navy 
Josephus Daniels, of North Carolina), is not bothered in the slight- 
est about going to jail over the incident. Whatever the senate might 
determine about his case, the pardoning power remains in the hands 
of the President, which gives him ample assurance about thumbing 
his nose at “Cotton Ed.”
